l>'or a period of neatly thirty 
yeais the father- of the two have

friends, and when Mr. I'ach was a 
boy, on the occasions when he 
visited Mr. Coombs' residence, then 
down town, the sweet laced little 

toddler's affliction touohed him, and 

he recalls to this day, little Willie 
Coombs, then in kilts, as a child of 
Unusually sweet disposition, and 
in their behaviour to the little deaf 
one, the other children were 

deferential and solicitous 

It whs natural then, for the elder 
Mr. I'ach, when his son became 
deaf, to go to Mr. Coombs and MB 
his advice. 

Mr. Coombs said that his son had 
become a pupil at Ihe Tarry low n 
branch of the New York [tiStitU 
tion, but that a course at " tan 
wood " would undoubtedly bciielil 
young I'ach. A Week later father 
and son came to New York to go to 
the Institute, but Mr. Coombs had 

been called out on a matter of busl 
neat, and Mr. i'ach had determined 

to go to tlm Institute without Mr. 
Coombs. The result of the trip 
was that they were directed to Ihe 

Forty-fourth street Sehool, which 



was closed, and bore a legend to the 
effect that the school would be 
Opened at the new location, Sixty- 
seventh Street, in tin* Pall. When 
they got to the latter place, they 

found no one there but sciub-wo- 
men and cleaners, so returned to 
Mr. Coombs' place of business, and 
narrated their experience to him. 
He smilingly told them they had 

been t<> the " wrong shop," and a 

week later, Mr. I'ach and his son, 
accompanied by Mr. Coombs, visit- 
ed Fanwood, and made the neces- 
sary arrangements for the admis- 
sion of A. L. Pach. 
The bond of friendship begun by 

Ihe parents was taken up by the 
sons, and only ended when death 
claimed William Coombs just when 
his future loomed up brightest. 

Mr. I'ach says ol Mr. Coombs' 
father, thai no young man ever had 

a more devoted one, the pathos of 

the young man's end was heighten- 
ed by the fact that- the grief-bowed 

parent had already laid live boys to 
rest, it was the deaf son, alone, who

At nine o'clock on the morning 
of Thursday, the 20th, all assembled 
In the chapel. Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Gallaudet, a membei of the Hoard of 

Directors, occupied a chair on the 
platform along with Principal Cur- 
rier. 

Mr. Currier opened the exercises 
by expressing gratification at the 
promptness of the pupils in return- 
ing to school. He was glad to see all 
looking bright and happy — except 
the little girl who was crying (for 
just at this moment a little five- 
year-old tot began to cry, and was 

immediately comforted on the 

matronly bosom of Mrs. Wilcox). 
After so long a period of play 
and pleasure, he hoped all were 
ready and eager to begin the serious 
work of accumulating useful know- 
ledge. Al the school there were 
rules for Ihe guidance of all. These 

rules were not of a rigorous oi op- 
pressive character; but weie calcu- 
lated to make every pupil better by 
their observance. The system of 
education at Fanwood, if faithfully 
followed, would make every girl 
and every boy, on the day of 
graduation, capable and useful 
members of the community of the 
outer world. 

lie then introduced Rev. Dr. 
Gallaudet, who offered prayer, the 

pupils all joining in the Lord's 
Prayer, repeating il orally in unison 
with the words spelled by the 
Principal's lingers.

account of his liip to the Paris Ex- 
position and the Congress of the 

World's Deaf, and emphasized the 

unanimous endorsement of the 
Congress for the " Combined Sys- 
tem" of instruction. He prefaced 
his remarks by a brief review of 
his own connection with the educa- 
tion of the deaf, lie was an In- 
strucioi in the New York Institu- 
tion from 1843 to 1858 thirteen 
years at the school at 50th Street, 
and two years tit Fanwood. He re- 
tired to take up the work of spiri- 
tual instruction and the temporal 
welfare of the deaf aft«r they had 
left school. 

Afterwards, in company of Mr. 
Van Tassell, Dr. Gallaudet made a 
tour of the different departments of 
the institution. 

The work of classification was 
then taken up, and with tbe aid of 
the " schedules of classes" prepared 

during the vacation by the Prin- 
cipal, the teachers were speedily 
assigned to the work of the term, 

and the intellectual machinery at 

Fanwood was once more in smooth 
and steady operation. 

Mr. Malcom Anderson, who has 
been a tutor for one year, litis been 
appointed a teacher. Mr. Ander- 
son holds the degree of Master of 

Arts from Tufts College, and Jwas 
honoi man of his class. He has 
been a teacher of the hearing since 
leaving college, and was principal 

of the High Sehool at Hinsdale, 

N. II., previous to coming i<> Pan- 
wood. 
Principal Currier conducted the 

Chapel services last Sunday morn- 
ing.
